The command was sent from 
[the Goldstone, Calif., tracking 
Relay and its predecessor. Tel- station after an electrontc (ore- 
star, are forerunners of a satel­

Goukl link all tbs continents in a 
system before the end of 
this decade. 
The satellite was designed to 
re-establish a "live" television 
link between North America and 
Europe, and to tic South Ameri­ 
ca into the space communications 
network for the first time with 
radio, teletype, telephone and 
facsimile. 
After spending the first four of 
its three-hour orbits taking on 
sunlight as fuel ((m* its storage 
batteries. Relay was to face its 
first critical test, starting at 8:55 
a.m. EST tod^, when it was due 
to swing within range of a 
ground station at NuUey, N.J. 
Technicians at Nutley were 
ready to beam engineering test 
signals at the eiidit-sided moon­ 
let to see if it could do the job— 
receive 
transmissions, 
amplify 
them and relay them back to 
earth. 
On Relay’s sixth orbit, starting 
at 12:33 p.m. EST today, scien­ 
tists planned to beam television 
test patterns ("similar to those 
on your home television screens."

Scientists want the ra- 
diofiMters working several hours 
bdore this crucial nwment. 
Today’s probe climaxes a 109- 
day. 182 million-mile flight from 
Cape Canaveral. The 447-pound 
craft will pass within about 21,000 
miles of Venus at 3:01 p.m. EST. 
At that moment of closest ap­ 
proach to Venus. Mariner will be 
about 36 million miles in straight 
line distance from the earth and 
cruising at 88.400 miles an hour 
on a curving path around the 
sun.

Despite the 21-degree tempera­ 
ture, Erie residents awoke to 
find two inches of snow over 
night, raising the depth on the 
ground to 27 inches in the county 
and to 40 inches in some outlying 
districts. 
County schools were beginning 
to shut down because of high 
drifts swirled by winds ranging 
up to 30 miles per hour. Two to 
three inches of new snow were 
forecast for later today in the 
city and five to seven inches in 
the county. 
The Erie County death toll at­ 
tributed to the weather since the 
storm began Dec. 6 rose to four. 
Henry P. Klug, 67, a retired bar­ 
ber was stricken with a fatal heart 
attack Thursday while shoveling 
snow. 
Snow flurries were forecast for 
Western Pennsylvania and police 
warned of hazardous driving con­ 
ditions in certain sections. Roads 
were slippery in Greensburg and

drifts

Bucks County chiefs of police 
let the bars down yesterday on a 
four-year-old program they have 
been conducting. 


For the first time, representa­ 
tives of the press were admitted 
to the Bucks County police liaison 
meeting, which saw 25 officers get 
together to exchange information, 
ideas and news. 


The meeting was held in the 
Falls Township Municipal Build­ 
ing, with Chief William Riempp of 
Bensalem 
Township, 
chairman 
this year, presiding. 
Not Open 


Previous meetings w e r e not 
open to the press. The chiefs did 
not reveal that they wore getting 
together. However, in an effort to 
show the amount of cooperation 
betw'een the various departments 
in the area, Riempp yesterday 
admitted two reporters and the 
other officers concurred. 
Reason for the secrecy was 
soon apparent. The chiefs dis­ 
cussed various crimes that have 
occurred, various suspects, bits of 
information that had been passed 
on by their informers, whom to 
watch for and what. 
Safecracking. Sex Offenses 
They talked about crimes rang­ 
ing from safecracking to sex of­ 
fenses, burglary to check passing 
Half a dozen "mug" photos were 
passed around: so were lists of 
stolen goods and descriptions of 
several automobiles being used by 
known or suspected criminals. 
Prior to the general discussion, 
Walter McLaughlin, 
FBI agent 
from Philadelphia, discussed sex 
offenses. He urged the officers 
who were present to be constant­ 
ly alert to any type of offense. 
to know who the offenders were 
and to develop informers in the 
spots where such offenders might 
be found. 
In particular, McLaughlin urged 
all of the various departments to 
ccopelate wdh Chief Rrnnpp to 
compiling a list or offenders who 
live in Bucks County. 
la Attendance 
Among those who attended the 
meeting yesterday were two men 
from the New Jersey State Po­ 
lice, two from Trenton, two mem­ 
bers of the Philadelphia burglary 
squad and others from Princeton. 
Edgewater and Lambertville, N. 
J. 
County Detective Thawiey Bay­ 
man made a tape recording of 
the discussion. 
From Lower Bucks at the meet­ 
ing besides Riempp were Chief 
Franklin Kirby, Falls Township; 
Sgt. Wallace Michener, 
Bristol 
Township, and Sgt. Andrew J. 
Kutney and Detective James Fail- 
lace of the Trevose Barracks of 
the State Police. 
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‘Serious’ Ailment Cured 
Boy, 3, Admits 
Self To Hospital

Young John Daniel, of Cherry St., Bristol, is 
very smart for his age. He knows just where he 
has to go when he needs anything-—even though 
he is only three. 
That accounted for his visit yesterday after­ 
noon to the Delaware Valley Hospital. He just 
marched through the front door, went up to the 
reception desk, and said: 
“Want doctor. Me sick.” 
The receptionist peered over the counter at 
the tiny figure, and realized that though he was 
only three years old, John meant business. She 
called a doctor. 
But after this, the carefully organized routine 
of the hospital began to crumble. In the first place, 
John refused to tell anyone his name. 
“Me Boy” 
“Me boy/’ was all he would say, and as the 
doctors had already figured that out for them­ 
selves, it was not particularly helpful. He also re­ 
fused to say what was wrong with him. The doc­ 
tors did their best, but could find no trace of 
illness. 
With the doctors and staff baffled, John re­ 
lented. 
“It’s my tummy,” he said. 
The doctors set to work again with renewed 
confidence but there was no sign of a quarter, tin 
whistle, pen knife, coffee cup, elephant, ocean liner, 
or anything else that three-year-old boys are in the 
habit of swallowing. 
The doctors retired again, defeated. 
Prescribes Medicine 
It was left for John himself to prescribe the 
medicine. In his best Ben Casey voice he said: 
“Cookies and milk might make the pain go 
away . . .” 
It turned out that John’s sister had once been 
a patient at the hospital, suffering from a stomach 
complaint. He knew that she often had cookies and 
milk when she was in there. So when he began 
to get a pain in his tummy because he was 
hungry, he decided that he would go and see the 
kind people who helped his sister. 
Needless to say, he got his cookies and milk, 
and was pronounced cured by hospital adminis­ 
trator Joseph Dumin, before being taken home by 
his father. 
“He was a riot,” was how Mrs. Patricia Smith 
publicity director for the hospital described his 
visit.

One of the most destructive 
cold waves in history began to 
ease its grip on the batters!

Killing snow storms and the 
record December cold left nearly 
200 
persons dead 
across 
the 
nation. 
Florida vegetable and cUrus 
growers met to assess the extent 
of damage wrought by the harsh­ 
est freeze in the state since the 
turn of the century.

Only a small portion of Flor­ 
ida's vegetable crop remained in­ 
tact. 
Damage 
to 
the 
te Ider 
citrus crop was estimated in the 
millions of dollars and was ex­ 
pected to hit family pocketbooks 
throughout the country. 
Despite 
the 
wanning tivnd, 
Tampa set a new low tempera­ 
ture mark for this date with a 
28 and Miami's 35 tied the aU- 
time low for December. 
The 
temperature at 
London, 
Ky., which Thursday froze at a 
frigid 17 below, stood at a com­ 
paratively mild 20 today. 
The Great Lakes Stites, from 
Michigan to New York, continued 
to be anaretic ice box, with 
many areas still socked in with 
drifting snow. 
Snow was two and three feet 
deeep along the lee shores of the 
lakes. Watertown, N.Y., was bur­ 
ied under a 37 inch blanket of 
snow and an 8-10 inch snowfall 
Thursday night in Geauga Coun­ 
ty, Ohio, along Lake Erie, piled 
snow to nearly 40 inches.

Inventory Of Schools Begins; 
Board Seeks Tax Coordinator

vote, approved the report of the 
Abraham Shore and Co., Pnito- 
delphia. Newton H. Parkes Jr. 
cast the 
lone 
dissenting 
vote 
while 
another 
board 
member. 
John R. Stieber. was not present. 
Shore, in speaking on the audit 
of the school district’s approxi­ 
mately $19 million assets, said 
that an inventory of textbooks 
has been under way for the past 
month and that all assets, such 
as furniture, pencils, paper and 
other supplies would be inventor­ 
ized between now and the end of 
the school year. 
Shore further stated that his 
accounting firm would begin an 
audit of the district’s entire phy­ 
sical inventory in June. He ex­ 
pressed the hope that procedure! 
and effective accounting w?iU be 
instituted by the end of the school 
year and that the inventory would 
move toto a controlled set ap. 
3 Stages 
"We’ve classified 
the 
inven­ 
tory.’* Shore declared, “in the 
new stage, used stage and poor 
stage.” 
Shore, 
when first presenting 
the audit for approval in October, 
recommended that 
“an actual 
physical inventory” be taken in 
the future by the school district 
His firm noted that the district's 
balance over the years had been 
ascertained “as the result of a 
running balance from year ti 
year, with no supporting details.” 
Henry B 
Decker, administra­ 
tive assistant in charge of busi­ 
ness, had si lted in October that 
"each school kaons what ii his 
on hand." He said that each 
school principal bad kept some 
sort of inventory of his ovvn, 
Yearly list 
Decker also Staten ‘hat in 19% 
the Industrial Appraisal firm of 
Pittsburgh 
had 
taken 
an 
ap­ 
praisal of furniture ami equip­ 
ment in each of the 15 schools 
"Since then," he explains, "the 
district has submitted a yearly 
list of capital outlay" to Un Urn. 
lo be wided to its 1958 appraisal. 
Shore last night pointed out teat 
such an appraisal is made for 
"insurance protection purposes ’ 
but is not an inventory, 
"You 
don’t know bow much money you 
k*ve ut your .pocket until you 
count it,” the auditor remarked. 


As for the collection of various 
taxes due tile school district, the 
board, on a motion by Parkes. 
approved advertising for a coor­ 
dinator of taxes. The vote was 
4-2 with Mrs. Angela Blatt and 
Charles J. McGrath m the nogs- 
live. 
Bone Of Contention 
The job. for which the salary 
has not yet been determined by 
the board, would entail cn’Iectiou 
of interim, mercantile and trailer 
taxes. 
The mercantile tax, levied on 
retail and who'esate business es­ 
tablishments within the township, 
has been a bore of contention 
with th j school board for seve-al 
months. Until 
last 
night 
the 
board had do^e lilt *e more thin 
talk about the tax. 
Board President R. Ph'Nnon 
Stout, in pressing for definitive 
action, said "as tar back as last 
Marcn we were iu d y to adver­ 
tise for the Job, but never did 
anything about it." 
McGrath, a chief propon»i* of 
inventories and collection of taxes, 
told the board "we've goi a $6 
million deal going here and it's 
being treated like a $4 .ait of 
clothes.’’ He urged the board to 
bring in an outride consulting 
firm to make a 'lull survey of our 
tax nwds” rathe* than "auack 
this thing piecemeal.” 
Board 
Secretary 
Isaac 
B°n 
Ezra reported that I52.JU0 had 
been collected through mcrcan 
tile taxes in 1959 and $55,000 in 
1980, However, the total dropped 
to $43,418.61 last year. Thus far, 
this fiscal year there has been no 
mercantile taxes collected. Ben 
Ezra noted that $1,111.59 has been 
received for business licenses. 
The board, by a 44 vote, turned 
down Superintendent Robert P. 
Martin’s recommendation that a 
summer school program be insti­ 
tuted for pupil* of fifth and ririh 
grades at a cost of $25,000.

Alimenti and Nicholas DeMara 
who are serving terms of 30 to 
365 days in Bucks County Prison 
after pleading guilty to charges 
of bribery in the plot to sell ele- 
mentary school principalships.
